Because of the outstanding 
coniributions that America’s 
hunters and fishermen have 
made to conservation, recrea- 
tion and the economy, they are 
deserving of special recogni- 
ton 

Since the turn of the century, 
hunters and anglers liave been 
the leaders in nearly all major 
conservation programs. These 
sportsmen - conservationists 
are responsible for the founding 
of state fish and garne depart- 
ments in all 50 states.

Jobless load 


signals social change 


What happens when people are out 
of work? 

Calvin Coolidge achieved a place in 
most collections of historic quotes 
with his alleged comment that when 
‘people are out of work, unemploy- 
ment results. 

But so do a lot of other things, 
according to a recent study by a 
couple of researchers named Doro- 
thea and Benjamin Braginsky, who 
surveyed jobless middie-class men. 

Unemployment exacts a heavy 
mental toll, they found. 

Many feit they were “unwanied by 
society,” the men, who had worked 
steadily for 20 years, “felt small and 
spoke the language of insignifi- 
cance,” according to the Braginsky 
study, as reported in the magazine 
Psychology today. 

Many feii “suddeniy confused, 
disillusioned and betrayed,” as well 
as “discarded by the very social 
institutions in which they had once 
placed their trust.” 

The study showed that even men 
who later found work said the new fob 
had not eased their cynicism toward 
society; their self - esteem never 
matched the levels of workers who 
had not been laid off in the first 
place. 

Among ihe results listed under 
‘lasting wounds” were these—dis- 
ruptions in life-styles, changes in 
political beliefs, diminished sense of 
personal worth, and lack of confi- 
dence in the social order. 

From a personal standpoint, I’ve 
been unemployed for only one period 
in my work life, and although | don’t 
think the “lasting wounds” were as 
significant as those reported in the 
Braginsky study, | can attest that 
being out of work when you want to 
work is no fun at all. A lot of odd 
things go through your mind during a 
time like that. 

My personal view is that most folks 
who find themselves laid off after 
years of toil would prefer to earn their 
living than survive off welfare-type 
programs.

If the Braginsky findings are 
accurate—and there's little reason to 
think they're not, then.today’s wave 
of - persistent unemployment can 
mean some upheavals in the sociat 
order in the years to come, including 
the political preferences of a signifi- 
cant number of voters. 

And while we're pursuing the 
sociological vein, how about these 
views on the younger elements in 
today’s society, as expressed by 
John Silber, president of Boston 

in a recen t newspaper 
interview: 

“Consider a society in which arti- 
ficlally aged and worn blue jeans sel] 
for more than new ones.” 

“The younger generation finds a 
special value in the costume of 
poverty and disarray simply because 
these aspects of life have become far 
scarcer for children of the middle 
class than goad clothes and comeli- 
ness.” 

“Just as French aristocrats at the 
time of the French Revolution took 
great delight in dressing as peasants 
and cavorting in bucelic roles, our 
young people affect the costumes of 
poverty; in their horizon, the poor are 
little more than a romantic abstrac- 
tion,” 

| don’t know whether President 
Silber has hit the nail right on -the 
thumb, Dul $0 far i’ve ACL boon able to 
come up with a plausible explanation 
for why old jeans are of more value 
than new ones...why patches are 
better than whole cloth...why it's so 
great today to wear ill fitting and 
cumbersome bib overalls when as 2 
boy | wouldn't wait to get into regular 
overall pants and shuck the bibs. 

Mr. Silber may be right; if he is, 
today's young folks may have quite a 
jolt when they reach the realm of the 
unemployed, such as those cited by 
the Braginsky study quoted above. 

At that iime, and for those foiks, 
the poor may be “far more than a 
“romantic abstraction.” If you're Out 
of ajob long enough, aged and work 
clothes may be all that’s available.
